This office is representing Carlos Samuel Rodriguez Orellana’s heirs in their lawsuit against the 
defendant, Joseph Harrell that happened on March 25, 2018 in Washington, D.C. 

Metropolitan Police Department (MPD) denied our FOIA Request No. 2019-FOIA-05533 on 
August 13, 2019. We do not agree with this negative FOIA Decision. A copy of this denial notice is 
enclosed for your kind perusal. 

MPD is not participating in any capacity in this case. This request is very important for the 
pending civil case and it will help clarify key circumstances pertaining to this tragic accident that led to 
Mr. Orellana’s death. In this context, we are kindly asking your office to provide in due time the 
following: 

-Any police report prepared following the occurrence. 

-Any “Total Station” reports that may have been prepared following the occurrence; 

-Any other reports that may have been prepared by MPD in the course of their duties in 
investigating this accident such as Collision Analysis and Reconstruction Reports. 

-Any pictures taken during and after the occurrence such as pictures of accident scene, car 
involved in the occurrence, pictures of the victim, driver or any other person that may have been present 
during the occurrence. 

-Any street camera footage available to your department regarding this occurrence. 

-Detailed statements of any person involved in this occurrence as well as statements of any 
eyewitnesses following the accident. 

-Copies of any toxicology and alcohol tests that may have been performed on the victim and/or 
driver of the car involved in the accident taken right after accident or thereafter. 

-Any and all the other information pertaining to this accident not specifically referred to above. 

Time is off the essence. We are in time crunch as we strive to comply with court-imposed 
discovery deadlines. We need this information to comply with discovery requests of the opposing counsel 
and prepare for the upcoming trial taking place at DC Superior Court. Therefore, your prompt attention to 
this matter is highly appreciated. Please do not hesitate to contact me if more information is needed.

Dear Mr. Tirana: 

This is in response to your Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request, in which you requested 
the following: 

Requesting street camera footage of a car accident that occurred on March 25, 2018 at 
approximately 2:46am at 3800 block of 14th Street, heading westbound when he was stuck by the 
driver south bound on the 15th street nw. The victims was transported to Med Star for medical 
treatment passed away on April 6, 2018. 

Your request was considered; however, cannot be granted. It was determined the record you are 
seeking is a part of an ongoing criminal investigation. The release of records could interfere 
with enforcement proceedings by revealing the direction and pace of the investigation. It could 
lead to attempts to destroy or alter evidence, reveal information about potential witnesses who 
could then be subjected to intimidation as part of an effort to frustrate future investigative 
activities, or could place witnesses in danger. For these reasons they are exempt from disclosure 
pursuant to DC Official Code §2-534 (a)(3)(A)(i), (a)(3)(B) and (a)(3)(C). 

Please know that, under D.C. Official Code § 2-537 and 1 DCMR § 412, you have the right to 
appeal this letter to the Mayor or to the Superior Court of the District of Columbia. If you elect to 
appeal to the Mayor, your appeal must be in writing and contain “Freedom of Information Act 
Appeal” or “FOIA Appeal” in the subject line of the letter, as well as, on the outside of the 
envelope. The appeal must include (1) a copy of the original request; (2) a copy of any written 
denial; (3) a statement of the circumstances, reasons, and/or arguments advanced in support of 
disclosure; and (4) a daytime telephone number, an e-mail and/or U.S. mailing address at which 
you can be reached. The appeal must be mailed to: The Mayor’s Office of Legal Counsel, FOIA 
Appeal, 1350 Pennsylvania Avenue, N.W., Suite 407, Washington, D.C. 20004. An electronic 
version of the same information can instead be e-mailed to The Mayor’s Office of Legal Counsel 
at foia.appeals@dc.gov. Further, a copy of all appeal materials must be forwarded to the 
Freedom of Information Officer of the involved agency, or to the agency head of that agency, if 
there is no designated Freedom of Information Officer there.
